2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claims 27 recites a vial having an exterior support, a bored interior, a frit and a 
solid support retained above the frit. The bored interior linearly tapers from the 
exterior support to the frit. 

Claims 29 recites a vial having an exterior support to fit within the hole of a 
cartridge and form a seal, a bored interior, a frit and a solid support retained above the 
frit. The bored interior linearly tapers from the exterior support to the frit. 

Claim 35 recites a vial having an exterior support to fit within the hole of a 
cartridge and form a seal, a bored interior, a frit and a solid support retained above the 
frit. The vial also has top opening, a bottom opening, and an outer wall which 
continuously tapers from the top opening to the bottom opening. 

Claim 36 recites a vial having an exterior support to fit within the hole of a 
cartridge and form a seal, a bored interior, a frit and a solid support retained above the 
frit. The vial also has top opening, a bottom opening, and an inner wall which linearly 
tapers from the exterior support to the frit. Claim 52 recites a plurality of vials 
having the features of claim 36. Claim 56 recites a vial having the features of the vial of 
claim 36 as well as the additional feature of being comprised of plastic. Claim 60 
recites the claim of 56 but also specifies that the plastic is polyethylene. 
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Claims 45 and 48 recite a vial having an interior wall and a bored interior having 
a consistent dimension to hold a frit, the vial consisting essentially of a single frit and a 
solid support retained above the frit. The interior wall linearly tapers from an 
exterior support to the frit. Claim 47 includes the features of claim 45 as well as an 
additional material for growing a polymer chain. Claim 50 recites a plurality of vials 
having the features of the vial in claim 45. Claim 53 recites a vial having the features of 
the vial of claim 45 as well as the additional feature of being comprised of plastic. 

Claim 46 recites a vial having an interior wall and an exterior support to fit within 
the hole of a cartridge and form a seal, a bored interior, consisting essentially of a single 
frit and a solid support retained above the frit. The interior wall linearly tapers from 
the exterior support to the frit. Claim 51 recites a plurality of vials having the features 
of the vial in claim 46. Claim 59 recites a vial having the features of the vial of claim 45 
as well as the additional feature of being comprised of polyethylene. 

Claim 61 recites a vial having a support to fit within the hole of a cartridge and 
form a seal, a bored interior, a frit and a solid support retained above the frit. The vial 
also has top opening, a bottom opening, and an interior wall which linearly tapers 
from the support to the frit. Claim 62 recites a vial having the features of claim 61 
except the interior linearly tapers from the support to the frit such that the interior 
wall provides a sole support for the frit. 

3. The Examiner considers the Cargill reference to be the closest prior art. Cargill 
teaches a vial having an external support, a top opening, a bottom opening, a bored 
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interior, a frit and a solid support retained on the frit. Cargill does not, however, teach 
the tapering feature(s) highlighted above.
